e* Written report of arrest of HA August Radestoek m visited 
GADBOZT regularly e^ch aonth until Dee taking 'ack to the zone appsox 
20-31 copies of GADBOIT mterlal with 2iia for distrlbutioa In Pinstervalde* 
Tbe reasons Ibr the arrest are not known, but it Is at least 

possible that they were connected with his Liatrlbution of CADRDIT 
aaterial* UA had been arrested five years ago and sentenced at that tine 
to ttam three years for eeononle anpAsHqpH sabotage and his furniture 
store had been oonflsoated*

wby be traveled so often to ^st Berlin and bow be aonagsd to live now 

that his business had been prsotloally taken sway froa bin* In April 

52 Ketirlt^ reported iMp that be f:sd noted no obersvation, did not 

feel hlaaelf to be endaggared, and wanted to s tay In tbe . DR* Viehl 

fled in A|)riX 52 after ^ttrite had told bin he had heard trtm VOPO fTienda 

that Viahl was to be arrested* Kettrits see warned by CA ROXT teMteihtgK 

inasdiatsly a fter Idnss's aana Iddnapping# He visited CADROZt on ll/j/$Z 

end ajked that be not be contacted in any way— he would visit C/U)R01T 

on his own inltictlvs as pojsibls* Kethrits wS'. arrested on 3/3 53 by 

the BSD* On yx/l/S^ CADROZT received e tslapiione call fron a person 

purporting to be lettrite (i*e*, ualng his eovemaae) saying that he would 

visit GADROIT shortly* tUasaaidnipp^^ GARBO states this cell 

was obvlo ;sly made by thsSVS In order-to confirm Kle connection with 


GADSOIT* K was aaiadna sentenced in S^pt 53 for CADROIT work* In naroh 
5ii a visit was received by a man who had b^n in Jail with K* The visitor 
stated I had told hln jIs wife had received a warning by telephone 
two days before his arrest to the af reet *(breet BBZ (CADROZT eovemsme 
assigned K) for me and tell him that he should flee*^ ttpnMnMaAdbanliKX 
hsiSkmimawAwginxfcaMppBMellsBftntdi However, X failed to act upon the 
warpiAg* K alto supposedly told the visitor that he had vexy probably

A code word oould In theoiT ^ arranged with each MA idio telephcmea in 
to set op eeetinga which would indleato whether It were rsalij the lA 
or notf whether he were oallingifinder p essure or not, ete* But such 
a ej*tea would be a llttls too easplicated to work out— tha lA would 
fbrget the oode word or s^aa aloaoo it, or the pereon answering the

organisation whlob could offer him flnaiibiil seourlty» The affidavit would 
than eay tha GARBO hectrepkled by giving an address whlob be bad learned 
during his own refugee soreenlag*
